QUARANTINE  (NO.  48) 

JAPANESE  BEETLE  QUARANTINE  REVISED 

(Preas  notice) 

March  28,  1944. 
The  Japanese  beetle  quarantine  and  regulations  have  been  revised,  effective 
March  30,  1944.  The  regulated  area  was  extended  only  by  the  addition  of  the 
Maryland  election  districts  of  North  Branch  (No.  16)  in  Allegany  County  and 
Hancock  (No.  5)  in  Washington  County,  and  the  West  Virginia  cities  of  Prince- 
ton and  Williamstown. 
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The  regulated  area  consists  of  the  entire  States  of  Connecticut,  Delaware, 
Massachusetts,  New  Jersey,  Rhode  Island,  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  parts  of 
Maine,  Maryland,  New  Hampshire,  New  York,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  Vermont, 
Virginia,  and  West  Virginia. 

That  portion  of  the  regulated  area  from  which  the  truck  and  refrigerator-car 
movement  of  fruits  and  vegetables,  and  bulk  movement  of  cut  flowers,  is  regu- 
lated— the  more  heavily  infested  area — has  been  increased  only  by  the  addition  of 
the  borough  of  West  Leesport,  Berks  County,  Pa. 

More  flexibility  in  the  handling  of  seasonal  and  local  problems  is  provided  in 
the  revised  quarantine.  The  chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quar- 
antine (U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture)  may  take  action  in  protecting  isolated, 
lightly  infested  points  in  the  regulated  area  against  further  infestation  through 
shipments  from  the  heavily  infested  areas.  Such  modifications  are  issued  in  the 
form  of  administrative  instructions  by  the  Bureau  chief.

INTRODUCTORY  NOTE 

This  revision  of  the  quarantine  and  regulations  permits  more  flexibility  in  the 
handling  of  seasonal  and  local  problems  through  the  issuance  of  administrative 
instructions  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  as 
provided  in  paragraph  (b)   of  §  301.48-4. 

The  only  additions  to  the  regulated  area  are  the  Maryland  election  districts  of 
North  Branch  (No.  16)  in  Allegany  County  and  Hancock  (No.  5)  in  Washington 
County  and  the  cities  of  Princeton  and  Williamstown,  "W.  Va.  The  heavily  in- 
fested area  remains  the  same  as  heretofore  except  for  the  inclusion  of  the  borough 
of  West  Leesport,  Berks  County,  Pa. 

This  revision  supersedes  the  quarantine  issued  effective  February  12,  1941,  the 
regulations  of  March  24, 1942,  as  amended  effective  January  14, 1943,  and  circulars 
B.  E.  P.  Q.  527  effective  April  26,  1943,  and  B.  E.  P.  Q.  394,  revised  effective  July 
20,  1942. 

DETERMINATION   OF    THE   SECRETARY   OF  AGRICULTURE 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  having  determined  that  it  was  necessary  to 
quarantine  the  States  of  Connecticut,  Delaware,  Maine,  Maryland,  Massachusetts, 
New  Hampshire.  New  Jersey,  New  York,  Ohio.  Pennsylvania,  Rhode  Island,  Ver- 
mont, Virginia,  and  West  Virginia,  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  the  Japanese  beetle  (Popillia  japonica  Newm.),  a  dangerous  insect  not 
theretofore  widely  prevalent  or  distributed  within  and  throughout  the  United 
States,  and  having  given  the  public  hearing  required  by  law,  promulgated  the 
thirteenth  revision  of  Notice  of  Quarantine  301.48,  part  301,  chapter  III,  title  7, 
Code  of  Federal  Regulations,  and  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto, 
governing  the  movement  of  (1)  fruits  and  vegetables;  (2)  nursery,  ornamental, 
and  greenhouse  stock,  and  other  plants;  and  (3)  sand,  soil,  earth,  peat,  compost, 
and  manure,  from  any  of  the  above-named  States  or  the  District  of  Columbia,  into 
or  through  any  other  State  or  Territory  or  District  of  the  United  States.  §§  301.4S-1 
to  301.48-14,  inclusive,  part  301,  chapter  III.  title  7,  Code  of  Federal  Regulations 
TB.  E.  P.  Q—  Q.  48.  effective  March  24,  1942,  as  amended  effective  January  14. 
1943]. 

The  Secretary  has  determined  that  it  is  necessary  to  revise  the  aforesaid  quar- 
antine and  rules  and  regulations  for  the  purpose  of  making  changes  in  the  regu- 
■lated  areas,  and  to  make  other  minor  modifications. 
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ORDER  01-'   THE   SECRETARY    OF    AGRICULTURE 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred  upon  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  by 
section  8  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act  Of  August  20,  1912,  as  amended  (7  U.  S.  C. 
101),  the  subpart  entitled  "Japanese  Beetle"  of  part  301,  chapter  III,  title  7, 
('tub'  of  Federal  Regulations  [B.  E.  P.  Q. — Q.  48,  as  revised]  is  hereby  revised 
effective  March  3U,  l'J44,  to  read  as  follows:

§301.48.  Notice  of  Quarantine. — Under  the  authority  conferred  by  section  8 
of  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act  of  August  20,  1912,  as  amended  (7  U.  S.  C.  101), 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  quarantines  the  States  of  Connecticut,  Delaware, 
Maine,  Maryland,  Massachusetts,  New  Hampshire,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  Ohio, 
Pennsylvania,  Rhode  Island.  Vermont,  Virginia,  and  West  Virginia,  and  the 
District  of  Columbia,  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  Japanese  beetle.  Hereafter 
(1)  earth,  soil,  compost,  and  decomposed  manure;  (2)  forest,  field,  nursery,  or 
greenhouse-grown  woody  or  herbaceous  plants  or  parts  thereof  for  planting 
purposes;  (3)  cut  flowers;  and  (4)  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables,  shall  not  be 
shipped,  offered  for  shipment  to  a  common  carrier,  received  for  transportation 
or  transported  by  a  common  carrier,  or  carried,  transported,  moved,  or  allowed 
to  be  moved  from  any  of  said  quarantined  States  or  District  into  or  through 
any  other  State  or  Territory  of  the  United  States  in  manner  or  method  on 
under  conditions  other  than  those  prescribed  in  the  rules  and  regulations  here- 
inafter made  and  amendments  thereto :  Provided,  That  the  restrictions  of  this 
quarantine  and  of  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto  may  be  limited 
to  the  areas  in  a  quarantined  State  now,  or  which  may  hereafter  be,  designated 
by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  as  regulated  areas,  when,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  the  enforcement  of  the  aforesaid  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  to  such  regulated  areas  shall  be  adequate  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
the  Japanese  beetle:  Provided  further,  That  such  limitation  shall  be  condi- 
tioned upon  the  said  State  providing  for  the  control  of  the  intrastate  movement 
of  the  restricted  articles  and  such  other  control  measures  with  respect  to  such 
regulated  areas  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  shall  be 
deemed  adequate  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  Japanese  beetle  therefrom  to 
other  parts  of  the  State :  And  provided  further,  That  whenever  in  any  year  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  shall  find  that  facts 
exist  as  to  pest  risk  involved  in  the  movement  of  one  or  more  of  the  articles 
to  which  the  regulations  supplemental  hereto  apply,  making  it  safe  to  modify, 
by  making  less  stringent,  the  restrictions  contained  in  any  such  regulations, 
he  shall  set  forth  and  publish  such  finding  in  administrative  instructions,  specify- 
ing the  manner  in  which  the  applicable  regulation  should  be  made  less  stringent, 
whereupon  such  modification  shall  become  effective,  for  such  period  and  for 
such  regulated  area  or  portion  thereof  or  for  such  article  or  articles  as  shall 
be  specified  in  said  administrative  instructions,  and  every  reasonable  effort 
shall  be  made  to  give  publicity  to  such  administrative  instructions  throughout 
the  affected  areas. 

Rules  and  Regulations 

meaning  of  terms 

§301.48-1.  Definitions. — For  the  purpose  of  these  regulations  the  following 
words,  names,  and  terms  shall  be  construed,  respectively,  to  mean: 

(a)  Japanese  beetle. — The  insect  known  as  the  Japanese  beetle  (Popillia  ja- 
poniea  Newm.).  in  any  stage  of  development. 

t'b)   Infestation. — This  term  refers  to  the  presence  of  the  Japanese  beetle. 

(c)  Regulated  area. — Any  area  in  a  quarantined  State  or  District  which  is 
now,  or  which  may  hereafter  be,  designated  as  such  by  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture in  accordance  with  the  provisos  of  §  301.48  as  revised. 

(d)  Heavily  infested  area. — That  portion  of  the  regulated  areas  usually  heav- 
ily and  continuously  populated  with  Japanese  beetles,  and  in  which  dense  flights 
of  the  adult  may  occur. 

(e)  Noninfested  premises,  establishments,  or  areas. — That  portion  of  the  reg- 
ulated areas  in  which  no  infestation  exists,  or  in  the  vicinity  of  which  no 
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infestation  is  known  to  exist  under  such  conditions  as  to  expose  it  to  infesta- 
tion by  natural  spread  of  beetles,  as  determined  by  an  inspector. 

(f)  Nursery  stock. — Forest,  field,  nursery,  or  greenhouse-grown  woody  or 
herbaceous  plants  or  parts  thereof  for  planting  purposes. 

(g)  Soil-free,  free  from  soil. — Devoid  of  soil  in  quantities  sufficient  to  harbor 
immature  stages  of  the  Japanese  beetle. 

(h)  Inspector. — An  inspector  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

(i)  Interstate  movement. — Shipped,  offered  for  shipment  to  a  common  car- 
rier, received  for  transportation  or  transported  by  a  common  carrier,  or  car- 
ried, transported,  moved,  or  allowed  to  be  moved,  directly  or  indirectly,  from 
a  regulated  area  in  one  State  or  District  of  the  United  States  to  a  nonregu- 
lated  area  or  a  protected  area  in  any  other  State  or  Territory. 

(j)  Certificate. — A  valid  form  evidencing  compliance  with  the  requirements 
of  these  regulations. 

(k)  Limited  permit. — A  valid  form  authorizing  the  interstate  movement  of 
restricted  articles  to  a  restricted  destination  for  limited  handling,  utilization, 
or  for  processing.

Pennsylvania. — Counties  of  Bucks,  Chester,  Delaware,  Lancaster,  Montgomery, 
and  Philadelphia ;  all  of  Berks  County  except  the  townships  of  Albany,  Bethel, 
Centre,  Greenwich,  Jefferson,  Marion,  North  Heidelberg.  Penn,  Perry,  Tilden, 
Tulpehocken,  Upper  Bern,  Upper  Tulpehocken,  and  Windsor,  and  the  boroughs 
of  Bernville,  Centreport,  Hamburg,  Lenhartsville,  Shoemakersville,  and  Strauss- 
town ;  townships  of  Lower  Allen,  Monroe,  and  Upper  Allen,  and  boroughs  of 
Lemoyne,  Mechanicsburg,  and  New  Cumberland,  in  Cumberland  County;  town- 
ships of  Londonderry,  Lower  Paxton,  Lower  Swatara,  Susquehanna,  and 
Swatara,  the  city  of  Harrisburg,  and  the  boroughs  of  Highspire,  Middletown. 
Paxtang,  Penbrook,  Royalton,  and  Steelton,  in  Dauphin  County;  all  of  Lehigh 
County  except  the  townships  of  Heidelberg,  Lowhill,  Lynn,  Washington,  and 
Weisenberg,  and  borough  of  Slatington :  all  of  Northampton  County  except  the 
townships  of  Bushkill,  Lehigh,  Moore,  Plainfield,  Upper  Mount  Bethel,  and  Wash- 
ington, and  boroughs  of  Bangor,  Chapman,  East  Bangor,  Pen  Argyl,  Portland, 
Roseto,  Stockertown,  Walnutport,  and  Wind  Gap :  and  all  of  York  County  except 
the  townships  of  Carroll,  Codorus.  Dover,  Franklin,  Heidelberg.  Jackson,  Man- 
heim,  Monaghan,  Paradise,  Penn,  Warrington,  Washington,  and  West  Manheim, 
and  boroughs  of  Dillsburg,  Dover,  Franklintown.  Hanover,  Jefferson,  Spring 
Grove,  and  Wellsville. 

Virginia. — Counties  of  Accomac,  Arlington,  and  Northampton;  magisterial 
district  of  Tanners  Creek,  in  yorfolk  County,  and  magisterial  district  of  Kemps- 
ville,  in  Princess  Anne  County. 

ARTICLES  RESTRICTED 

§301.48-4.  Restricted  articles,  (a)  Movement  from  all  regulated  areas — 
Unless  exempted  by  administrative  instructions  and  except  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, the  interstate  movement  of  the  following  articles  from  regulated  areas 
to  points  outside  thereof  is  restricted : 

(1)  Earth,  soil,  compost,  and  decomposed  manure  of  any  kind  moved  inde- 
pendent of  or  in  connection  with  nursery  stock  or  any  other  articles  or  things, 
except  that  gravel,  sand,  greensand  marl,  and  clay  originating  from  pits,  mines, 
or  deposits,  and  that  compost,  humus,  and  decomposed  manure  when  dehydrated, 
ground,  pulverized,  or  compressed,  are  exempt  from  the  restrictions  of  this 
quarantine. 

(2)  Nursery  stock. 

(b1*  Movement  from  heavily  infested  areas. — Unless  exempted  by  administra- 
tive instructions  the  interstate  movement,  either  on  direct  billing,  diversion,  or 
reconsignment,  from  the  heavily  infested  areas  to  points  outside  the  regulated 
areas,  of  the  products  named  in  subparagraphs  (1)  and  (2)  of  this  paragraph, 
is  restricted  each  summer  during  the  period  of  heavy  flight  of  the  beetle,  the 
dates  of  the  beginning  and  cessation  of  which  shall  be  based  on  seasonal  obser- 
vation of  emergence  and  disappearance  of  the  adult  beetles,  and  shall  be  as  desig- 
ated  in  adminstrative  instructions  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology 
and  Plant  Quarantine:  Provided,  That  identical  restrictions  shall  also  apply  to 
the  interstate  movement  of  the  products  from  the  heavily  infested  areas  to 
such  isolated,  lightly  infested,  regulated  areas  as  may  be  designated  from  year 
to  year  in  administrative  instructions  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology 
and  Plant  Quarantine  when  it  has  been  determined  by  him  that  snch  areas 
should  be  so  protected. 
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(1)  Unprocessed,  fresh,  cut  flowers  when  moved  in  bulk  direct  from  the  field 
or  greenhouse  where  grown,  or  from  a  distributor. 

(2)  Fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  of  all  kinds  when  shipped  by  refrigerator 
car  or  motortruck  only. 

CONDITIONS    OF    INTERSTATE    MOVEMENT 

§  301.48-5.  Conditions  governing  interstate  movement  of  restricted  articles. 
(a)  Certification. — Except  as  provided  herein,  or  in  subsequent  administrative 
instructions,  articles  designated  in  §  301.48-4  shall  not  be  moved  interstate 
from  the  respective  areas  as  specified  therein  (paragraphs  (a)  and  (b) )  to  points 
outside  the  regulated  areas,  unless  a  certificate  or  permit  shall  have  been  issued 
therefor  in  compliance  with  these  regulations. 

(b)  8afcguai-ds  against  reinfestation. — Subsequent  to  certification,  as  provided 
in  the  foregoing  paragraph,  the  restricted  articles  must  be  loaded,  handled,  and 
shipped  under  such  protection  and  safeguards  against  reinfestation  as  are 
required  by  the  inspector. 

(c)  Marking. — Every  container  of  articles,  the  interstate  movement  of  which 
is  restricted  as  provided  in  §  301.48-4,  shall  be  plainly  marked  with  the  name  and 
address  of  the  consignor  and  the  name  and  address  of  the  consignee,  when  offered 
for  shipment,  and  shall  have  securely  attached  to  the  outside  thereof  a  valid 
certificate  or  permit  issued  in  compliance  with  these  regulations :  Provided,  That 
(1)  in  the  case  of  lot  freight  shipments  other  than  by  road  vehicle,  a  certificate 
attached  to  one  of  the  containers  and  another  certificate  attached  to  the  waybill 
will  be  sufficient,  and  carlot  freight  or  express  shipments,  either  in  containers 
or  in  bulk,  require  a  certificate  attached  to  the  waybill  and  shall  also  have  attached 
to  the  outside  of  the  car  a  placard  showing  the  number  of  the  certificate  accom- 
panying the  waybill;  (2)  in  the  case  of  shipment  by  road  vehicle,  the  certificate 
shall  accompany  the  shipment  and  shall  be  surrendered  to  the  consignee  upon 
delivery  of  the  shipment. 

(d)  Articles  originating  outside  the  regulated  area. — No  certificates  are  re- 
quired for  the  interstate  movement  of  restricted  articles  originating  outside  the 
regulated  areas  and  moving  through  or  reshipped  from  a  regulated  area,  when 
the  point  of  origin  is  clearly  indicated,  when  the  identity  has  been  maintained, 
and  when  the  articles  are  safeguarded  against  infestation  while  in  the  regulated 
areas. 

CONDITIONS  OF  CERTIFICATION 

§  301.48-6  Conditions  governing  the  issuance  of  certificates  and  permits,  (a) 
Certification  of  earth,  soil,  compost,  and  decomposed  manure. — Certificates  may 
be  issued  for  the  interstate  movement  of  these  products  under  any  one  of  the 
following  conditions : 

(1)  When  they  have  originated  on  noninfested  premises,  establishments,  or 
areas.     (See  §  301.48-1.     Definitions.) 

(2)  When  the  soil  has  been  removed,  under  the  observation  of  the  inspector, 
from  a  depth  of  more  than  12  inches  below  the  surface  of  the  ground. 

(3)  When  the  soil,  compost,  or  decomposed  manure  has  been  fumigated,  steril- 
ized, or  treated  under  the  observation  of  an  inspector  by  methods  authorized  in 
administrative  instructions  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant 
Quarantine ;  or  when,  in  the  judgment  of  the  inspector,  they  have  been  handled 
or  processed  in  a  manner  to  free  them  from  infestation. 

(b)  Certification  of  nursery  stock. — Certificates  may  be  issued  for  the  interstate 
movement  of  nursery  stock  under  any  one  of  the  following  conditions : 

(1)  When  the  soil  about  the  roots  of  the  plants  has  been  treated,  sterilized,  or 
fumigated  under  the  observation  of  an  inspector  and  in  accordance  with  methods 
authorized  in  administrative  instructions  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Ento- 
mology and  Plant  Quarantine. 

(2)  When  the  plants  have  been  made  soil-free. 

(3)  When  the  nursery  stock  originated  on  noninfested  premises,  establishments, 
or  areas.     (See  §  301.48-1.     Definitions.) 

(4)  When  the  nursery  stock  has  been  produced  under  protected  conditions  in 
greenhouses,  potting  beds,  heeling-in  areas,  hotbeds,  coldframes,  and  similar 
plots,  in  the  infested  area,  in  which  the  ventilators,  doors,  and  all  other  openings 
have  been  kept  screened  to  the  inspector's  satisfaction  during  such  periods  as 
he  may  designate: 

Provided,  That  in  order  to  maintain  an  infestation-free  status  under  paragraph 
(b)   (3)  and  (4)  of  this  section,  the  operator  of  the  establishment  must  restrict 
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all  receipts  of  nursery  stock  and  other  restricted  articles  from  points  within  the 
regulated  areas  to  articles  certified  or  certifiable  without  further  treatment.  The 
operator  must  report  to  the  inspector  the  source  of  all  nursery  stock  and  other 
regulated  articles  received  on  such  premises  and  must  maintain  a  record,  acces- 
sible to  the  inspector,  of  all  shipments  made  to  points  outside  the  regulated  areas. 
Premises  will  lose  their  infestation-free  status  if  there  are  received  thereon 
quarantined  articles  from  the  regulated  area  which  are  not  certified  or  certifiable 
without  further  treatment.  Infestation-free  establishments,  together  with  their 
environs,  will  be  inspected  during  the  active  adult  season  and  their  status  deter- 
mined on  the  basis  of  such  inspections. 

(c)  Certification  of  cut  floivers. — Certificates  may  be  issued  for  the  interstate 
movement  of  restricted  cut  flowers  from  the  heavily  infested  area  to  points  out- 
side the  regulated  areas,  under  any  one  of  the  following  conditions : 

(1)  When,  in  the  judgment  of  the  inspector,  they  have  not  been  exposed  to 
adult  beetle  infestation. 

(2)  When  they  have  been  examined  by  an  inspector  and  found  to  be  free  of 
infestation. 

(3)  When  they  have  been  fumigated  under  the  observation  of  an  inspector  by 
method  authorized  in  administrative  instructions  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine. 

(d)  Certification  of  fruits  and  vegetables. — Certificates  may  be  issued  for  the 
interstate  movement  by  refrigerator  car  or  motortruck  of  fresh  fruits  and  veget- 
ables originating  or  loaded  in  or  reshipped  from  the  heavily  infested  area  inter- 
state to  points  outside  the  regulated  areas  under  any  one  of  the  following 
conditions : 

(1)  When,  in  the  judgment  of  the  inspector,  they  have  not  been  exposed  to 
adult  beetle  infestation. 

(2)  When  they  have  been  examined  by  an  inspector  and  found  to  be  free  of 
infestation. 

(3)  When  they  have  been  harvested,  handled,  graded,  or  processed  in  a  manner, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  inspector,  to  free  them  from  infestation. 

(4)  When  they  have  been  fumigated  under  the  observation  of  an  inspector  by 
method  authorized  in  administrative  instructions  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine: 

Provided,  That,  under  the  first  three  of  these  conditions,  the  refrigerator  cars 
or  motortrucks  used  for  transporting  such  fruits  and  vegetables  shall  be  thor- 
oughly swept,  cleaned,  or  fumigated  prior  to  loading ;  and  shall  in  all  cases  while 
in  the  heavily  infested  area,  be  screened,  covered,  sealed,  or  otherwise  protected 
in  manner  or  method  to  safeguard  the  articles  from  infestation,  as  may  be 
required  by  the  inspector. 

(e)  Limited  permits. — Limited  permits  may  be  issued  for  the  interstate 
movement  of  noncertified  restricted  articles  to  specified  destinations  for  process- 
ing or  other  handling.  Persons  shipping,  transporting,  or  receiving  such  articles 
may  be  required  to  enter  into  written  agreements  to  maintain  such  sanitation 
safeguards  against  the  establishment  and  spread  of  infestation  and  to  comply 
with  such  conditions  as  to  the  maintenance  of  identity,  handling,  or  subsequent 
movement  of  restricted  products  and  to  the  cleaning  of  cars,  trucks,  and  other 
vehicles  used  in  the  transportation  of  such  articles  as  may  be  required  by  the 
inspector. 

PE0CEDTJEE   FOR   APPLICANTS 

§  301.48-7.  Assembly  of  restricted  articles  for  inspection. — Persons  intending 
to  move  interstate  any  of  the  articles  restricted  by  these  regulations  shall  make 
application  for  inspection  as  far  in  advance  as  possible,  and  will  be  required  to 
prepare,  handle,  and  safeguard  such  materials  from  infestation,  and  to  assemble 
them  at  such  points  as  the  inspector  shall  designate,  placing  them  so  that  inspec- 
tion may  be  readily  made.  All  costs  including  storage,  transportation,  and 
labor  incident  to  inspection,  other  than  the  services  of  the  inspector,  shall  be 
paid  by  the  shipper. 

CERTIFICATES  AND  PERMITS    MAY   BE   CANCELED 

§  301.48-8.  Cancelation  of  certificates  or  permits. — Certificates  or  permits 
issued  under  these  regulations  may  be  withdrawn  or  canceled  by  the  inspector 
and  further  certification  refused  whenever  the  further  use  of  such  certificates 
or  permits  might  result  in  the  dissemination  of  infestation. 
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CLEANING  OF  VEHICLES 

§  301.4S-D.  Cleaning  of  trucks,  wagons,  cars,  boats,  and  other  vehicles  and 
containers. — When  in  the  judgment  of  the  inspector  a  hazard  of  spread  of  in- 
festation is  presented,  thorough  cleaning  of  trucks,  wagons,  cars,  boats,  and 
other  vehicles  and  containers  may  be  required  before  movement  interstate  to 
points  outside  of  the  regulated  areas. 

INSPECTION  OF  SHIPMENTS  EN  ROUTE 

§  301.4S-10.  Inspection  in  transit. — Any  car,  vehicle,  basket,  box,  or  con- 
tainer moved  interstate  or  offered  to  a  common  carrier  for  shipment  interstate, 
which  contains  or  which  the  inspector  has  probable  cause  to  believe  contains 
either  infestations,  infested  articles,  or  articles  the  movement  of  which  is 
restricted  by  these  regulations,  shall  be  subject  to  inspection  by  an  inspector 
at  any  time  or  place,  and  when  actually  found  to  involve  danger  of  dissemina- 
tion of  Japanese  beetle  to  uninfested  localities,  measures  to  eliminate  infestation 
may  be  required  as  a  condition  of  further  transportation  or  delivery. 

ARTICLES   FOR   EXPERIMENTAL  AND   SCIENTIFIC  PURPOSES 

§  301.48-11.  Shipments  for  experimental  and  scientific  purposes. — Articles 
subject  to  restriction  in  these  regulations  may  be  moved  interstate  for  experi- 
mental or  scientific  purposes,  on  such  conditions  and  under  such  safeguards  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quaran- 
tine. The  container  of  articles  so  moved  shall  bear,  securely  attached  to  the 
outside  thereof,  an  identifying  tag  from  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant 
Quarantine.

APPENDIX 

PENALTIES 

The  Plant  Quarantine  Act  of  August  20,  1912,  as  amended  (7  U.  S.  C.  161), 
provides  that  no  person  shall  ship  or  offer  for  shipment  to  any  common  carrier, 
nor  shall  any  common  carrier  receive  for  transportation  or  transport,  nor  shall 
any  person  carry  or  transport  from  any  quarantined  State  or  Territory  or  Dis- 
trict of  the  United  States,  or  from  any  quarantined  portion  thereof,  into  or  through 
any  other  State  or  Territory  or  District,  any  class  of  nursery  stock  or  any  other 
class  of  plants,  fruits,  vegetables,  roots,  bulbs,  seeds  *  *  *  or  any  other 
article  *  *  *  specified  in  the  notice  of  quarantine  *  *  *  in  manner  or 
method  or  under  conditions  other  than  those  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture.  It  also  provides  that  any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  or  who  shall  forge,  counterfeit,  alter,  deface,  or  destroy  any 
certificate  provided  for  in  this  act  or  in  the  regulations  of  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  $500,  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceed- 
ing 1  year,  or  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

STATE  AND  FEDERAL  INSPECTION 

Certain  of  the  quarantined  States  have  promulgated  or  are  about  to  promulgate 
quarantine  regulations  restricting  intrastate  movement  supplemental  to  the  Fed- 
eral quarantine.  These  State  regulations  are  enforced  in  cooperation  with  the 
Federal  authorities.

interstate  movement  of  which  is  not  considered  to  constitute  a  risk  of  Japanese 
beetle  dissemination,  are  exempted  from  the  restrictions  of  the  regulations  of  this 
quarantine,  effective  March  30,  1044. 

Nursery  stock:  Under  this  classification,  the  following  articles  are  exempted  : 

True  bulbs,  corms,  and  tubers,  when  dormant,  except  for  storage  growth,  and 
when  free  from  soil. 

Single  dahlia  tubers  or  small  dahlia  root-divisions  when  free  from  stems, 
cavities,  and  soil.  (Dahlia  tubers,  other  than  single  tubers  or  small  root- 
divisions  meeting  these  conditions,  require  certification.) 

Orchid  plants  when  growing  exclusively  in  Osmunda  fiber. 

Trailing  arbutus,  or  Mayflower  {Epigaea  repens),  when  free  from  soil. 

Moss  and  clubmoss,  ground-pine  or  running-pine,  when  free  from  soil. 

Soil-free  aquatic  plants. 

Soil-free  sweetpotato  draws. 

Soil-free  plant  cuttings  without  roots. 

Soil-free  rooted  cuttings,  which,  at  the  time  of  shipment,  have  not  developed 
a  root  system  sufficient  to  conceal  larvae  of  the  Japanese  beetle. 

Cut  flowers:  Under  this  classification,  cut  orchids  are  exempted. 
(Sec.  8,  39  Stat.  1165,  44  Stat.  250;  7  U.  S.  C.  161;  7  CFR  §  301.48.)

INTRODUCTORY    NOTE 

Because  of  increasing  numbers  of  infestations  of  Mexican  fruitflies  now  occur- 
ring in  the  regulated  area  in  the  Rio  Grande  Valley  it  has  become  necessary  to 
require  rhe  sterilization  of  grapefruit  moved  interstate  from  the  Texas  counties  of 
Cameron,  Hidalgo,  and  Willacy.  The  harvesting  season  for  grapefruit  in  these 
counties  was  extended  to  the  close  of  June  15  of  this  year  under  administrative 
instructions  of  the  Bureau  (Circular  B.  E.  P.  Q.  531  dated  September  23,  1943). 

§301.U4-4b.  Administrative  instructions  relative  to  the  Mexican  fruitfly  quar- 
antine. Pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred  upon  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  En-

QUARANTINE  (NO.  52) 

HEARING  ON  PINK  BOLLWORM  QUARANTINE  FOR  LOUISIANA 

(Press  notice) 

Febetjary  11,  1944. 

Because  the  pink  bollworm  of  cotton  has  been  found  in  southwestern  Louisiana, 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  will  hold  a  public  hearing  to  consider 
whether  the  Federal  quarantine  should  be  extended  to  include  this  State  or  the 
area  in  which  infestation  has  been  located.  The  meeting  will  be  held  March  1 
in  the  Federal  Building,  Memphis,  Tenn.,  beginning  at  10:  00  a.  m. 

The  bollworms — a  menace  to  cotton  production  in  the  United  States — were 
found  in  the  fall  of  1943  in  Cameron  Parish,  adjacent  to  the  Gulf  and  the  Texas 
border,  and  in  the  neighboring  parishes  of  Calcasieu  and  Jefferson  Davis.  The 
State  entomologist  established  a  quarantine  on  October  23  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  the  pest  to  other  parts  of  Louisiana  and  eradicative  measures  were  initiated 
promptly  by  State  authorities. 

Some  recent  changes  in  the  Texas  situation,  which  may  involve  changes  in 
the  regulated  area,  will  also  be  considered  at  the  hearing.  Pink  bollworms  were 
found  in  1943  in  four  Texas  counties  outside  the  regulated  area,  one  in  the  Pan- 
handle, and  three  in  the  Coastal  Bend.  Within  the  present  regulated  area, 
eradication  of  the  pests  is  believed  to  have  been  accomplished  in  four  counties 
in  the  Panhandle  as  well  as  in  an  adjacent  one  in  New  Mexico,  the  Department 
said. 

The  regulated  area  now  is  made  up  of  southern  and  south-central  Arizona  and 
New  Mexico,  and  48  counties  and  parts  of  6  others  in  the  Panhandle,  the  Big  Bend, 
the  lower  Rio  Grande  valley,  and  the  Coastal  Bend  of  Texas. 

Earlier  pink  bollworm  outbreaks  that  occurred  in  southwestern  Louisiana  and 
eastern  Texas  were  eradicated  by  State  and  Federal  action  taken  in  the  period 
from  1917  and  1922.  Incipient  pink  bollworm  infestations  located  in  southern 
Georgia  in  1933  and  in  the  cotton  belt  of  northern  Florida  in  1932  have  also 
apparently  been  eradicated,  the  Department  reports. 


NOTICE    OF    PUBLIC    HEARING    TO    CONSIDER    THE    ADVISABILITY    OF   EXTENDING 
THE  PINK  BOLLWORM  QUARANTINE  TO  THE  STATE  OF  LOUISIANA

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  information  that  the  pink  bollworm  (Pec- 
tinophora  gossypiella  Saunders),  a  dangerous  insect  not  heretofore  widely 
distributed  within  or  throughout  the  United  States,  but  known  to  exist  in  portions 
of  Texas,  New  Mexico,  and  Arizona,  has  recently  been  discovered  in  certain  parts 
of  Louisiana. 

It  appears  necessary,  therefore,  to  consider  the  advisability  of  revising  the 
quarantine  on  account  of  this  insect  (B.  E.  P.  Q. — Q.  52;  7  CFR  301.52)  to  in- 
clude the  State  of  Louisiana  and  of  prohibiting  or  restricting  the  interstate  move- 
ment from  that  State  or  areas  therein  where  the  bollworm  has  been  discovered, 
of  (1)  cotton,  including  all  parts  of  cotton  plants,  seed  cotton,  cotton  lint,  linters, 
and  all  other  forms  of  unmanufactured  cotton  products;  (2)  bagging  and  other 
containers  and  wrappers  of  cotton  and  cotton  products;  (3)  railway  cars,  boats, 
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and  other  vehicles  which  have  been  used  in  conveying  cotton  or  cotton  products 
or  which  are  contaminated  with  such  products;  (4)  farm  products,  farm  house- 
hold goods,  farm  equipment,  and  any  oilier  articles  if  contaminated  with  un- 
manufactured cot  ton  products. 

Notice  is  therefore  hereby  given  that,  in  accordance  with  the  Plant  Quarantine 
Act  of  August  20,  1912  (37  Stat.  315;  7  U.  S.  C.  161),  as  amended,  a  public  hearing 
will  be  held  before  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  in  the  assem- 
bly hall  of  the  Federal  Building,  Memphis,  Tenn.,  at  10:  00  a.  m.  on  March  1,  1944, 
in  order  that  any  person  interested  in  the  hearing  to  consider  the  advisability 
of  extending  the"  quarantine  may  appear  and  be  heard  either  in  person  or  by 
attorney.

BEETLE  QUARANTINE  (NO.  72) 

WHITE-FRINGED  BEETLE  REGULATED  AREAS  EXTENDED 

(Press  notice) 

January  13,  1944. 

The  quarantine  regulations  against  the  white-fringed  beetle  have  been 
amended,  effective  January  14,  1944,  because  infestations  of  this  destructive 
pest  were  found  by  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  last  sum- 
mer and  fall  in  additional  localities  in  Alabama,  Mississippi,  and  North  Carolina. 
Counties  not  heretofore  known  to  be  infested,  that  are  now  brought  under  regula- 
tion in  part,  are  Baldwin  and  Crenshaw,  in  Alabama,  to  include  infestations 
centering  in  Foley  and  Luverne ;  Hancock  County,  in  Mississippi,  to  include  Bay 
Saint  Louis,  YVaveland,  and  a  small  isolated  tract;  Simpson  County,  Miss.,  be- 
cause of  infestations  in  the  vicinity  of  Mendenhall  and  D'Lo ;  and  parts  of  the 
North  Carolina  counties  of  Anson,  Cumberland,  and  Onslow,  because  areas  were 
found  infested  in  the  vicinity  of  Peachland,  Hope  Mills,  Jacksonville,  and  Kellum. 

A  rather  general  infestation  in  the  vicinity  of  Collins,  Miss.,  necessitated  ex- 
tension of  regulated  area  in  Covington  County,  and  small  areas  where  beetles 
have  recently  been  located  were  added  in  the  Mississippi  counties  of  Forrest, 
Jefferson  Davis,  and  Lamar  and  in  the  Alabama  counties  of  Conecuh,  Covington, 
Monroe,  and  Wilcox.  No  change  was  made  in  the  regulated  areas  in  Florida  or 
Louisiana. 

Thorough  inspections  for  white  fringed  beetles  were  made  in  1943  throughout 
the  five  above-named  infested  States,  and  Federal-State  surveys  were  extended 
far  into  many  interior  States  as  well  as  many  maritime  ports  from  Corpus 
Christi  to  Washington,  D.  C.  No  white-fringed  beetles  were  found  in  these  out- 
lying places  and  the  known  infested  areas  are  still  limited  to  parts  of  a  few 
counties  each  in  Alabama,  Florida,  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  and  North  Carolina. 

The  beetles  were  first  found  in  the  United  States  in  1936  in  the  Gulf  coast 
area.  In  the  summer  of  1942  they  were  found  established  in  the  vicinity  of 
Wilmington  and  several  other  places  in  three  North  Carolina  counties  and 
the  Federal  quarantine  was  then  extended  to  include  these  areas. 

White-fringed  beetles  are  potentially  serious  agricultural  pests,  apparently  of 
South  American  origin.  The  larvae  or  grubs  live  in  the  soil  where  they  feed 
upon  and  destroy  the  roots  of  such  important  food,  feed,  fiber,  and  oil  crops  as 
peanuts,  corn,  and  cotton.  While  the  adult  beetles  are  less  destructive  to  crops 
than  the  grubs,  they  feed  on  a  great  variety  of  plants  and  cause  some  damage. 
Federal  and  State  quarantines  are  in  force  to  prevent  these  pests  from  being 
carried  to  other  States  or  to  uninfested  parts  of  States  in  which  they  are  now 
known  to  be  present.  Such  materials  and  commodities  as  soil,  nursery  stock, 
hay,  potatoes,  peanuts,  cotton,  scrap  metal,  implements,  forest  products,  and 
building  materials  must  be  examined  by  inspectors  and  certified  as  apparently 
beetle-free  before  being  moved  out  of  the  regulated  areas.

INTRODUCTORY  NOTE 

This  amendment  to  the  regulations  has  for  its  only  purpose  the  extension  of 
the  regulated  areas  to  include  new  places  where  white-fringed  beetles  have 
been  found  in  Alabama,  Mississippi,  and  North  Carolina.  Counties  brought 
within  the  regulated  areas,  in  part,  for  the  first  time  are  Baldwin  and  Crenshaw 
in  Alabama  to  include  infestations  centering  in  Foley  and  Luverne;  Hancock 
County  in  Mississippi  to  include  Bay  Saint  Louis.  Waveland,  and  an  isolated 
tract;  Simpson  County,  Miss.,  to  include  areas  in  the  vicinity  of  Mendenhall 
and  D'Lo;  and  parts  of  the  North  Carolina  counties  of  Anson,  Cumberland,  and 
Onslow,  because  of  infestations  in  the  vicinity  of  Peachland,  Hope  Mills,  Jack- 
sonville, and  Kellum.  A  rather  general  infestation  in  the  vicinity  of  Collins, 
Miss.,  necessitated  extension  of  regulated  area  in  Covington  County,  and  minor 
additions  are  made  in  the  Mississippi  counties  of  Forrest,  Jefferson  Davis,  and 
Lamar,  and  in  the  Alabama  counties  of  Conecuh,  Covington,  Monroe,  and  Wil- 
cox. No  change  is  made  in  the  regulated  areas  in  the  three  North  Carolina 
counties  heretofore  under  regulation  nor  in  the  areas  in  Florida  or  Louisiana.

MODIFIED— TREATMENTS  AUTHORIZED 

INTRODUCTORY  NOTE 

Further  investigational  work  has  shown  that  methyl  bromide  fumigation  in 
partial  vacuum  can  be  applied  at  lower  soil  temperatures  than  heretofore  au- 
thorized, for  the  destruction  of  larvae  of  the  white-fringed  beetles;  also,  that 
larvae  of  all  species  of  white-fringed  beetles  can  be  included  under  the  same 
treatment  schedules.  Dosage  schedules  for  fumigation  of  nursery  plants  with 
soil  balls  not  greater  than  5  inches  in  diameter  under  normal  atmospheric  pressure 
have  also  been  developed.  Likewise  fumigation  schedules  for  produce  have  been 
developed.  The  administrative  instructions  in  this  circular,  specifying  the  various 
authorized  treatments,  are  therefore  hereby  revised. 
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All  treatments  apply  to  the  various  species  of  white-fringed  beetles. 

This  circular  supersedes  all  instructions  in  Circular  B.  E.  P.  Q.  503  and  Supple- 
ment No.  1,  revised. 

§  3U1.72-5C1  Administrative  instructions — Treatments  authorized. — Pursuant 
to  the  authority  conferred  upon  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant 
Quarantine  by  paragraph  (a)  of  §  301.72-5,  Chapter  III.  Title  7,  Code  of  Federal 
Regulations  [Regulation  5  of  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  72  on  account  of  the  white- 
fringed  beetle],  the  following  methods  of  treatment  are  hereby  authorized  effec- 
tive March  27,  1944,  when  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  an  authorized 
inspector  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

(a)  Plants  in  pots  or  in  soil  balls. 

(1)  Methyl  bromide  fumigation  at  atmospheric  pressures,  (i)  Fumigation 
may  be  done  with  the  dosage  schedules  prescribed  below.  The  period  of  fumi- 
gation shall  be  2  hours  in  all  instances.

(ii)  Such  fumigation  shall  be  applied  only  to  plants  in  6-inch  pots  or  smaller, 
or  with  soil  balls  5  inches  or  less  in  least  diameter.  The  plants  shall  be  placed 
on  racks  so  that  the  gas  mixture  can  have  access  to  all  sides  of  the  pots  or  the 
soil  balls. 

(iii)  The  fumigation  shall  be  done  in  a  tight  chamber  witli  gastight  doors.  The 
chamber  shall  be  of  such'construction  so  as  to  pass  certain  tests  prescribed  by  the 
inspector  in  charge  to  his  satisfaction. 

(iv)  The  fumigant-air  mixture  shall  be  circulated  in  the  fumigation  chamber 
by  means  of  a  fan  during  the  entire  period  of  the  treatment. 

(v)  The  soil  shall  not  be  puddled  or  saturated  and  must  be  in  a  condition  which 
in  the  judgment  of  the  inspector  is  suitable  for  fumigation. 

(2)  Methyl  bromide  fumigation  under  partial  vacuum,  (i)  Fumigation  under 
partial  vacuum  equivalent  to  at  least  24.5  inches  of  mercury  may  be  done  with 
dosage  schedules  as  prescribed  below.  The  vacuum  shall  be  maintained  during 
the  entire  period.     The  period  of  fumigation  shall  be  iy2  hours  in  all  instances.

Cii)   The  soil  masses  shall  not  be  more  than  16  inches  in  least  diameter. 

(iii)  The  soil  shall  not  be  puddled  or  saturated  and  must  be  in  a  condition 
which  in  the  judgment  of  the  inspector  is  suitable  for  fumigation. 

Civ)  The  fumigant-air  mixture  shall  be  circulated  in  the  fumigation  chamber 
by  means  of  a  fan  the  first  15  minutes  of  the  exposure  period  to  mix  the  vaporized 
fumigant  thoroughly  with  the  air  in  the  chamber  and  to  bring  it  in  contact  with 
the  surface  of  the  soil  balls.  The  soil  balls  shall  be  washed  with  one  or  more 
changes  of  air  at  tho  end  of  the  exposure  period. 

Cvi  A  standard  vacuum  fumigation  chamber  that  can  be  closed  tight  and  will 
withstand  an  external  pressure  of  at  least  one  atmosphere  is  required.  A  vacuum 
pump  of  sufficient  canacity  to  reduce  the  pressure  within  the  vacuum  chamber 
to  the  equivalent  of  3  inches  of  mercury  fa  27-inch  vacuum  at  sea  level)  in  not 
more  than  20  minutes  is  necessary.

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(3)  Methyl  bromide  solution. —  (i)  Treatment  method. —  (Applicable  to  all 
regulated  areas.) 

(a)  The  soil  balls  around  the  roots  of  plants  must  be  buried  in  sand  and 
plunged  in  boxes  or  trays  which  are  watertight  and  approximately  1  foot  deep. 

(b)  A  2-inch  space  tilled  with  sand  shall  be  provided  between  the  soil  balls, 
also  above  and  beneath  them. 

(c)  Such  soil  balls  shall  be  treated  with  a  solution  of  methyl  bromide  and  alco- 
hol at  a  concentration  of  0.3  percent  methyl  bromide  and  0.6  percent  denatured 
ethyl  alcohol  by  volume  in  water.  The  solution  is  to  be  prepared  by  first  mixing 
the  methyl  bromide  and  alcohol  together  and  then  adding  this  mixture  to  the  water 
and  mixing  thoroughly. 

(d)  The  aqueous  solution  of  methyl  bromide  and  alcohol  shall  then  be  applied 
evenly  over  the  surface  of  the  sand  around  the  plants  at  the  rate  of  40  gallons  per 
100  square  feel  of  surface  area  by  means  of  a  sprinkling  can  or  sprayer. 

(ii)   Type  of  material,  exposure,  and  temperature. 

{a)  In  Orleans  Parish,  including  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  Saint  Bernard 
Parish,  and  regulated  parts  of  Jefferson  and  Plaquemines  Parishes,  La.,  the  treat- 
ment shall  be  applied  only  to  plants  in  soil  balls  not  greater  than  7  inches  in  diam- 
eter, nor  greater  than  7  inches  in  thickness  when  not  spherical.  After  the  required 
dosage  has  been  applied,  the  soil  balls  shall  remain  embedded  in  the  sand  for  a 
period  of  8  hours.  The  temperature  of  the  soil  balls  during  the  treatment  shall 
not  be  lower  than  65°  F. 

(h)  In  all  regulated  areas  other  than  Orleans  Parish,  including  the  city  of  New 
Orleans,  Saint  Bernard  Parish,  and  regulated  parts  of  Jefferson  and  Plaquemines 
Parishes,  La.,  the  treatment  shall  be  applied  to  soil  balls  not  greater  than  8  inches 
in  diameter  nor  greater  than  8  inches  in  thickness  when  not  spherical.  After  the 
required  dosage  has  been  applied,  the  soil  balls  shall  remain  embedded  in  the  sand 
for  a  period  of  6  hours.  The  temperature  of  the  soil  balls  during  the  treatment 
shall  not  be  lower  than  62°  F. 

(b)  Potting  soil. 

(1)  Carbon  disulp7bi.de  fumigation,  (i)  Potting  soil  shall  be  treated  in  a  con- 
tainer with  carbon  disulphide  at  a  dosage  of  2  pounds  per  cubic  yard  of  soil  for  a 
period  of  48  hours. 

(ii)  The  grade  of  carbon  disulphide  shall  be  comparable  to  U.  S.  P.  grade  having 
a  specific  gravity  of  1.25  at  68°  F. 

(iii)  The  container  shall  be  tight,  preferably  lined  with  sheet  metal,  and  shall 
have  a  tight  cover  or  be  covered  with  a  tarpaulin  immediately  after  the  fumigant 
is  applied.     The  container  shall  not  be  more  than  36  inches  deep. 

(iv)  The  soil  shall  be  friable,  and  wet  soil  shall  not  be  treated  by  this  method. 
The  fumigant  shall  be  applied  to  the  soil  in  holes  3  inches  deep,  the  dosage  to  be 
evenly  divided  among  holes  1  foot  apart  over  the  surface  of  the  soil,  and  the 
fumigant  shall  be  covered  with  soil  as  soon  as  it  is  applied. 

(v)  The  temperature  of  the  soil  shall  not  be  lower  than  40°  F.  during  the  entire 
time  of  treatment. 

(vi)  The  condition  of  the  soil  a»d  the  apparatus  used  and  the  method  of 
application  of  the  fumigant  must  meet  with  the  approval  of  an  authorized 
inspector  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

(2)  Methyl  bromide  fumigation,  (i)  Potting  soil  must  be  treated  in  a 
container  with  methyl  bromide  at  a  dosage  of  40  cubic  centimeters  of  methyl 
bromide  per  cubic  yard  of  soil  for  a  period  of  48  hours. 

(ii)  The  sides,  bottom,  and  seams  of  the  container  shall  be  tight,  preferably 
lined  with  sheet  metal,  and  shall  have  a  tight  cover  or  be  covered  with  a 
tarpaulin  immediately  after  the  fumigant  is  applied. 

(iii)  The  temperature  of  the  soil  shall  not  be  lower  than  40°  F.  during  the 
entire  time  of  treatment. 

(iv)  The  condition  of  the  soil  and  the  apparatus  used  and  the  method  of 
application  of  the  fumigant  must  meet  the  approval  of  an  authorized  inspector 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

(3)  Heat  treatment,  (i)  Live  steam,  under  pressure  of  80  pounds  or  more 
per  square  inch,  shall  be  applied  through  a  grid  of  perforated  pipes  at  the 
bottom  of  the  sterilizing  box  or  truck  body  containing  the  soil,  for  a  period 
of  45  minutes  or  until  all  parts  of  the  load  reach  a  temperature  of  200°  F. 

(ii)  The  grids  shall  be  constructed  of  1-inch  pipes,  perforated  with  holes 
VZ2  inch  in  diameter  on  the  upper  side  and  connecting  at  one  end  to  a  manifold 
into  which  the  steam  is  introduced. 

(iii)  The  layer  of  soil  in  the  sterilizing  box  shall  not  be  more  than  2  feet, 
6  inches  deep. 
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(4)  Methyl  bromide  and  carbon  disulphide  applied  as  liquid.  (See  instruc- 
tions in  paragraph  (c).) 

(c)  Soil  plots,  plunging  teds,  and  potting  soil. 

(1)  Methyl  bromide,  (i)  Inject  the  liquid  methyl  bromide  into  the  soil  at  a 
depth  of  6  inches  by  means  of  a  hollow  needle  or  other  suitable  injector  at 
the  rate  of  4.7  milliliters  per  square  foot  or  7  milliliters  per  1%  square  feet 
of  soil  surface. 

(ii)  After  treatment  has  been  applied  to  the  plot  the  soil  should  be  covered 
with  10-  or  15-pound  building  paper,  lapped  4  inches  and  weighted  down  so 
that  it  will  not  be  blown  off. 

(iii)  The  soil  must  be  at  a  temperature  not  lower  than  45°  F.  at  a  depth 
of  6  inches  when  the  treatment  is  applied.  At  temperatures  from  45°  to  62° 
inclusive  the  soil  must  be  kept  covered  for  a  period  of  6  days  to  insure  complete 
mortality  of  all  eggs,  larvae,  pupae,  and  adults  of  the  insect  which  may  be 
present  in  the  soil  under  treatment.  At  temperatures  above  62°  the  soil  must 
be  kept  so  covered  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  4  days. 

(2)  Carbon  disulphide.  (i)  The  insecticide  shall  be  applied  at  the  rate 
of  33  milliliters  per  square  foot  of  soil  surface,  the  liquid  to  be  poured  into 
holes  at  least  6  inches  deep  and  1  inch  in  diameter  at  the  top,  and  covered 
immediately  with  earth. 

(ii)  After  application  the  plot  should  be  covered  with  10-  to  15-pound  building 
paper  which  shall  remain  in  position  for  at  least  4  days  in  order  to  insure 
complete  mortality  of  any  eggs,  larvae,  pupae,  or  adults  of  white-fringed 
beetles  that  may  be  present. 

(iii)  The  treatment  shall  not  be  applied  to  soil  which  is  below  80°  F.  in 
temperature  at  a  depth  of  6  inches. 

(d)  Vegetable  produce  (for  larvae  only). 

(1)  Methyl  bromide  fumigation  at  atmospheric  pressure,  (i)  Fumigation  at 
atmospheric  pressures  may  be  done  with  dosage  schedules  as  prescribed  below. 
The  period  of  fumigation  shall  be  2  hours  in  all  instances.

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(ii)  The  fumigation  shall  be  performed  in  a  refrigerator  car,  fumigation 
chamber,  or  other  tight  enclosure  approved  by  the  inspector  in  charge. 

(iii)  The  dosage  shall  be  volatilized  into  the  enclosure  and  the  fumigant-air 
mixture  shall  be  circulated  by  a  blower  or  large  fan  for  not  less  than  5  minutes. 

(iv)  These  fumigation  schedules  should  be  applied  only  to  produce  affected  by 
the  presence  of  larval  forms  of  the  white-fringed  beetles  since  they  are  known  to 
be  incompletely  effective  against  eggs  of  this  insect. 

(e)  Disclaimer.  There  has  not  been  opportunity  to  test  these  treatments  on 
all  varieties  of  plants  or  produce  and  in  authorizing  the  movement  of  potted 
plants,  nursery  stock,  soil,  or  produce  treated  according  to  the  requirements 
stated  above,  it  is  understood  that  no  liability  shall  attach  either  to  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture  or  to  any  of  its  employees  in  the  event  of 
injury  to  plants,  produce,  or  operators. 

(f)  Caution — (1)  Methyl  bromide,  (i)  Methyl  bromide  is  a  gas  at  ordinary 
temperatures.  It  is  colorless  and  practically  odorless  in  concentrations  used  for 
fumigation  of  plants  or  potting  soil.  It  is  a  poison  and  the  operators  should  use 
gas  masks  approved  by  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Mines  for  use  with  methyl 
bromide,  when  exposed  to  the  gas  in  concentrations  used  in  fumigation,  or  while 
preparing  the  solution.  The  plants  in  the  fumigation  chamber  should  be  well 
aerated  by  blowing  air  through  them,  and  the  room  adequately  ventilated  before 
it  is  entered.  After  fumigating  the  potting  soil  by  methyl  bromide  the  cover 
should  be  removed  and  the  soil  allowed  to  become  aerated. 
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(ii)  The  method  for  application  of  methyl  bromide  described  in  paragraph  (c) 
provides  a  closed  system  in  which  the  operator  is  not  exposed  to  a  dangerous  con- 
cent ration  of  the  gas  provided  there  is  no  leakage  in  any  exposed  portion  of  the 
equipment.  Extreme  care  should  be  exercised  to  keep  all  joints  of  such  apparatus 
tight  and  replace  any  defective  parts  to  prevent  accident.  The  operator  should 
avoid  getting  any  liquid  methyl  bromide  on  his  clothing  or  his  body  at  any  time. 

(2)   Carbon  disiilphide. 

(i)  The  vapor  of  carbon  disulphide  is  inflammable  and  explosive.  At  a  tem- 
perature of  297°  F.  it  may  take  fire  spontaneously  and  in  the  presence  of  certain 
metals,  particularly  copper,  it  may  ignite  at  considerably  lower  temperatures.  It 
must  be  kept  away  from  tire,  and  from  hot  objects,  such  as  electric  light  bulbs, 
unprotected  brush-type  motors,  steam  pipes,  etc.  Lighted  cigars,  cigarettes,  or 
pipes  must  never  be  brought  near  carbon  disulphide. 

(ii)  Carbon  disulphide  is  a  blood  poison,  but  poisoning  by  this  chemical  is  rare. 
Exposure  to  the  vapor  may  cause  giddiness  and  headache.  When  these  symptoms 
develop,  the  individual  should  get  into  the  open  air.

III— MAIL.— 1.     Memorandum  No.    W340-15-43,   23   February  1943,   subject, 
Cooperation  with  plant  quarantine  program,  is  rescinded. 

2.  The  mailing  of  the  following  plant  materials  and  insects  at  Army  post 
offices  (APO)  outside  the  continental  United  States  addressed  to  points  in  the 
continental  United  States  is  illegal : 

a.  Cottonseed,  seed  cotton,  and  cottonseed  hulls.  This  includes  cotton  bolls, 
etc.,  as  souvenirs,  as  well  as  any  cotton  lint  containing  seeds  and 
.  cottonseed  hulls  which  might  be  used  for  packing  material.  Proc- 
essed cotton  lint,  such  as  absorbent  cotton,  cotton  batting,  or  other 
form  of  lint  free  of  seeds  may  be  used  as  packing  material. 

Z>.  Unhulled  rice  and  rice  straw  and  hulls.  Rice  straw  and  rice  hulls  are 
not  acceptable  packing  materials. 

c.  Leaves  and  parts  of  plants  used  as  packing  materials. 

d.  Bamboo  seeds  or  plants. 

e.  Sugarcane. 

f.  Citrus  plants  or  cuttings. 

g.  Banana  plants. 

h.  Fresh  fruits  and  vegetables,  including  potatoes,  sweetpotatoes,  and  yams. 

Dried,  cured,  or  processed  fruits  and  vegetables,  such  as  dried  peas, 

beans,  cured  figs,  dates,  etc.,  are  acceptable. 
i.  Live  insects,  including  living  larvae,  pupae,  and  eggs. 

3.  Numerous  violations  of  the  law  in  this  respect  have  been  reported  by  the 
Department  of  Agriculture.  The  mailing  of  the  above-stated  plant  materials 
or  insects  from  outside  the  continental  United  States  might  have  a  devastating 
effect  upon  the  future  agricultural  economy  of  the  country,  by  spreading  plant 
diseases  and  insects. 

4.  When  parcels  containing  living  plants,  seeds,  bulbs,  etc.,  and  unprocessed 
plant  material  not  on  the  foregoing  prohibited  list  are  prepared  for  mailing, 
they  will  be  plainly  marked  as  containing  plant  materials. 

5.  All  commands  outside  the  continental  United  States  will  take  the  necessary 
action  to  see  that  all  officers,  enlisted  men,  and  civilians  using  the  Army  post 
office  facilities  are  advised  of  these  instructions.  Army  mail  clerks,  assistant 
Army  mail  clerks,  and  other  Army  postal  personnel  accepting  parcels  for  mailing 
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will  require  mailers  to  state  specifically  the  contents  of  such  parcels  and  will 
refuse  to   accept  prohibited   materials   or   insects.    All   other  personnel   in   a 
position  to  assist  in  the  enforcement  of  the  prohibitions  indicated  will  do  so.

Ref :  (a)   CNO  ltr,  Op20M2-nm,  Serial  581120,  of  20  Feb.  1943. 

1.  Reference  (a)  listed  certain  plant  materials  and  insects  which  are  not 
acceptable  for  mailing  to  the  continental  United  States  by  personnel  stationed 
overseas. 

2.  The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  has  advised  that  shipments  of  such 
plant  materials  and  insects  are  being  received  continuously  in  the  United  States, 
thereby  causing  a  serious  plant  quarantine  problem. 

3.  The  following  plant  materials  and  insects  will  not  be  accepted  for  mailing  to 
the  continental  United  States  by  personnel  stationed  overseas : 

(a)  Cottonseed,  seed  cotton,  and  cottonseed  hulls.     (This  includes  cotton 

bolls,  etc.,  as  souvenirs,  as  well  as  any  cotton  lint  containing  seeds  and 
cottonseed  hulls  which  might  be  used  for  packing  material.  Processed 
cotton  lint,  such  as  absorbent  cotton,  cotton  batting,  or  other  form  of 
lint  free  of  seeds  may  be  used  as  packing  material.) 

(b)  Unhulled  rice  and  rice  straw  and  hulls.     (Rice  straw  and  rice  hulls  are 

not  acceptable  packing  materials.) 

(c)  Leaves  and  parts  of  plants  used  as  packing  materials. 

(d)  Bamboo  seeds  or  plants. 

(e)  Sugarcane. 

(f )  Citrus  plants  or  cuttings. 

(g)  Banana  plants. 

(h)  Fresh  fruits  and  vegetables,  including  potatoes,  sweetpotatoes,  and 
yams.  (Dried,  cured,  or  processed  fruits  and  vegetables,  such  as  dried 
peas,  beans,  cured  figs,  dates,  etc.,  are  acceptable.) 

(i)   Live  insects,  including  living  larvae,  pupae,  and  eggs. 

4.  Prohibited  plant  material  will  not  be  used  as  a  packing  substance  for  parcels. 

5.  All  commanding  officers  shall  advise  their  personnel  of  the  contents  of  this 
letter.  Postal  personnel  shall  be  instructed  to  give  particular  attention  to  parcels 
containing  living  plants,  seeds,  bulbs,  etc.,  and  unprocessed  plant  material  not  on 
the  foregoing  prohibited  list,  to  see  that  such  parcels  are  plainly  marked  as  con- 
taining plant  materials.

According  to  Notification  No.  F.  15-10/43-A.,  dated  September  9,  1943,  of  the 
Department  of  Education,  Health,  and  Lands  of  the  Government  of  British 
India,  Notification  No.  F.  320/35-A.,  dated  July  20,  1936,  as  amended  by  Noti- 
fication No.  F.  50-33/39-A.,  dated  December  7,  1939,  is  further  amended  as 
follows : 

Certification  of  Unmanufactured  Tobacco 

"8B.  Unmanufactured  tobacco,  either  raw  or  cured,  shall  not  be  imported  into 
British  India,  unless,  in  addition  to  the  general  certificate  required  under  Rule  5 
it  is  accompanied  by  an  official  certificate,  that  it  is  free  from  Ephestia  elutella 
or  that  the  pest  does  not  exist  in  the  country  of  origin. 

"Provided  that  in  the  case  of  tobacco  unaccompanied  by  such  certificates,  the 
consignment  shall  be  examined  on  importation  by  such  officer  as  the  Central 
Government  may  appoint  on  payment  of  such  fee,  if  any,  to  meet  the  cost  of 
such  examination,  as  it  may  direct."

ARIZONA  STATE  PLANT  QUARANTINES2 

(REVISION  OF  NOTICE  DATED  NOV.  10,  1941) 

Under  plant  quarantines  and  regulations  issued  by  the  State  of  Arizona,  the 
shipment  into  that  State  of  certain  plants  and  plant  materials,  known  to  be  hosts 
of  injurious  pests  and  plant  diseases,  is  subject  to  certain  requirements,  or  entirely 
prohibited. 

The  following  table  gives  a  summary  of  the  Arizona  quarantine  laws  and  regu- 
lations, showing  the  quarantined  areas,  the  plants  and  plant  products  affected, 
and  the  pests  and  diseases  of  which  such  plants  are  known  hosts.  Under  the 
provisions  of  paragraph  2  (b),  section  596,  Postal  Laws  and  Regulations,  post- 
masters should  not  accept  such  plants  and  plant  products  when  presented  for 
mailing  in  violation  of  these  quarantine  laws  and  regulations,  and  should  invite 
the  attention  of  the  mailers  thereto.

WASHINGTON  STATE  PLANT  QUARANTINES 3 

Under  plant  quarantines  and  regulations  issued  by  the  State  of  Washington 
the  shipment  into  that  State  of  certain  plants  and  plant  material  known  to  be 
hosts  of  injurious  pests  and  plant  diseases  is  subject  to  certain  restrictions, 
or  entirely  prohibited. 

The  following  table  gives  a  summary  of  the  Washington  quarantine  laws 
and  regulations,  showing  the  quarantined  areas,  the  plants  and  plant  prod- 
ucts affected,  and  the  pests  and  diseases  of  which  such  plants  are  known 
hosts.  Under  the  provisions  of  paragraph  2  (6),  section  596,  Postal  Laws 
and  Regulations,  postmasters  should  not  accept  such  plants  and  plant  prod- 
ucts when  presented  for  mailing  in  violation  of  these  quarantine  laws  and 
regulations,  and  should  invite  the  attention  of  the  mailers  thereto.
